the 1926 membership and the value_ of 
products sold by farmers " receiving 
narketihg assistance rose from $734,- 
000 in 1926 to nearly 11 1-2 million in 
1936. 


The Tenant Problem 


The farm tenant situation was dis-

..Ordinarily, when the skin in cut or 
when there is/a wound in any part of 
the body, the blood, after a brief flow, 
will begin to thicken, or coagulate, a

of the blood depends on many factors, i 
both chemical and physical, and that 
interference with any one of these 
factors may disturb the whole pro- 
cess so that clotting of the blood is.

"Because otherwise the victim will die.

"blood will not clot correctly.

4pi One of the iactors definitely eon- 
rteeW*ar-1h Sclb1fing is the. number of 
platelets in the blood. In addition to 
the red and the white blood cells, the 
•blood contains certain formed ele- 


ments known as platelets. 


The normal platelet count is 200,000 


to 400,000 in each cubic millimeter of 
blood. If the number falls below 50,- 
000 to 60,000, the person may suffer 
with severe bleeding; if the number of 
platelets falls below 20,000 for each 
cubic millimeter, there are likely to 
be certain hemorrhagic symptoms. 


Methods have been developed for 


counting the platelets exactly as the 
red and white blood cells are counted. 


Another test commonly is that of 


bleeding time. Ordinarily, if a finger 
or ear is • punctured with a sharp 
needle and the blood wiped off with a 
piece of gauze or blotting paper at 
regular intervals, preferably 'every 
minute, the bleeding will stop in less 
than three minutes. 
- In some cases, the bleeding may last 
10 minutes, in which case it is con- 
sidered to be prolonged. There are, 
however, -cases in which the 'bleeding 
will go on for hours unless suitable 
steps are taken to stop it. 


People who have prolonged bleed- 


ing time are likely to bleed, and to 
bruise easily so that their skin usually 
will be full of black and blue spots. 
Whenever a person 
finds that he 


bleeds and bruises easily, he should 
have a cpmpetent doctor study his 
blood to'.detehnine whether he suf- 
fers from any.,of-the diseases that.are 
associated especially with a shortage 
of platelets or oth redisturbances of a 
hemorrhagic character.

Attitude of Child Predicts Adult's 


usually it is about mannerst tlypo n ; 
When we speak of habits in a child, 


usually it is about manners, kindness, 
regularity, punctuality and so on. 
But actually, there is something far 
more important than any of these. 
The habit of feeling. The way the 
child feels about this world is the way 
he will be. It is called attitude. 


The way any man looks at things 


and his place in the world either 
makes him or unmakes him. And so 
we should do our best to give every 
littleboy and girl a healthy view-point 
toward life. 


I have always stressed the virtue of 


"work habit." It has to be ingrained 
early to count for anything at all. 
Neither mentally-lazy nor physically- 
lazy children will ever be happy. It 
just can't happen. Rich and poor alike 
must teach their children to bustle 
about and get things done. Why? Be- 
cause they won't learn to love exertion 
later, and the really lazy ones get to 
thinking that the slightest task or the 
smallest responsibility will kill them. 


Interest Is Revivifying 


Just what work is, depends on at- 


titude. It is surprising how the mind 
can suddenly bounce a supposedly 
tired body up and about when some- 
thing very exciting or pleasing hap- 
pens. A girl who has gone to bed pre- 
sumably exhausted after a busy day, 
has been known to get an astonishing 
amount of sudden strength when in- 
vited to go to a party. She can dance 
all night and come in at dawn with a 
laugh and song on her lips. 


We are all that way. Our trouble 


is in classifying the things we like to 
do. And usually we don't like to do 
much. 


And then there is the child whose 


mother and aunts and Grandmas say 
all too frequently, "Daisy is the weak 
one of the family. She is not strong 
enough to help with the dishes." May- 
be Daisy isn't, but repeating it to her 
day after day won't make her strong- 
er. She may grow into a woman feel- 
ing so sorry for herself, that never a 
smile will brighten her features. And 
she will get out of breath easily and 
let everything and everybody wait. 


Attitude Affects Invalidism 


Of course, if there is any part of her 


body that won't function properly, 
or if some illness has left her with a 
permanent deficiency, such as a bad 
heart, she must be cared for and 
watched. But even here, except for 
her to be told that she must not do 
certain things, she should not grow 
up with the mental attitude of the 
confirmed invalid. In fact, she may 
outgrow what was considered incur- 
able, if she is not perpetually alarmed 
about herself. 


There are so many things. Another 


is a deep-seated unhappiness caused 
by the parents' 
resentment against 


fate. It passes on to the child at once. 
And it m&y sour him against the world 
forever, robbing him of the chance to 
be happy when he can. 


These early mental habits are the 


result of feeling. Not thinking. The 
wholesome mind is seldom too sorry 
for itself, hustles itself out of tight 
places, gets over knocks when they 
come without brooding, does not take 
health too gloomily without any rea 
reason, thinks of ortiers instead ol 
self much of the time, and above all 
has some fun. 


As the child thinks, so will be the 


man or woman.

'Die 
track was Santa Anita, out there in 
the pure western air where mighty 
mountains frame one of the finest rac- 
ing plants in the world. 


The field got away with the odds 


on favorite off no better than sixth. A 
sigh went up from the crowd. 
This 


was a race for maidens—horses which 
have never won a race—and most of 
those on-lookers knew well enough the 
folly of betting a maiden into favorit- 
ism of that sort. 


With gradually 
mounting 
spirits 


thty witched the brown colt begin to 
pick his way through the tangle. Am- 
erica's 
greatest 
jockey, 
Raymond 


Workman, was on his back, and the 
little man guided his horse with skill 
and daring. 
Slowly but surely the 


brown horse moved forward.

the others. 
Ho won by two lengths. 


Perhaps you will say this wa.s a 


triumph.

It actually was the end of hope for 


a horse which had seemed destined 
for the greatest heights a thoroughbred 
can achieve. 
Sir Thomas had carried 


the hopes of thousands of turf fans 
as well as those of the canny Scot 
who owned him. 
11io.se thousands 


prayed 
in hope that a poor man's . 


horse could win rich races. 
And it 


had seemed that he would. 


But 
when Sir Thomas 
finished 


his third year of racing, he had won 
just one event, that race for maidens. 
And yet his name had been exalted 
above that of winners of 
$50,000 or 


more. 
During those three years he 


enjoyed a fame which no other maid- 
en ever had, and he crushed the hopes 
of all those who maintained 
faith in 


him. 


As a juvenile, the son of Sir Galahad 


III, out of Breathing Spell, by Dark 
Ronald, seemed a rather smart young- 
ster. 
Gordon declared that Sir Thom- 


as was one of the best of all time, how- 
ever. 
And he told any and all who 


would listen. 


Gordon brought his horse out for 


the Belmont Futurity. 
It was a pool- 


day for race horses. 
They ran in 


heavy mud. 
But the Futurity is the 


richest race in the world for 2-year- 
olds, and many an owner brought out 
his horse. 


Loses Futurity by Nose 


Down Uie long Widener straighta- 


way came the field, swirling through 
the slop. 


It appeared that 
Singing 
Wood 


would be an easy victor. 
But out of 


the ruck, and on the outside, came a 
brown streak of lightning. 
It seemed 


that he never would catch the lead- 
ers, and as it happened he didn't. He 
was second to Singing Wood by a nose, 
and one stride beyond the finish line 
was on top. 


There the legend of Sir Thomas be- 


gan. 
All through the winter it grew. 


He had finished the year still a maid- 
en. But he had been the best horse 
in the Futurity, and he entered the 
winter book betting lists as a pro- 
nounced favorite for the 
Kentucky 


Derby. 


As spring came around reports of 


sensational 
training 
came in. 
He 


looked like a champion. 
He trained 


like one. 
In Kentucky, he wa.s con- 


sidered a certainty to win. 
And then, 


a week or so prior to the Derby, Sir 
Thomas went postward in a prepara- 
tory race. 
He finished dismally, far

Arson at Ouachita 


Twice Set Fire to College 


Buildings "Just for the 


Thrill of It" 


ARKADELPHIA 
—Authorities of 


Ouachita college have announced that 
a male student has confessed he set 
the fire that damaged the main build- 
ing $40,000 on December 6, 1935, and 
also was responsible for several minor 
blazes since that time which were 
quickly discovered and extinguished 
without loss. 


His name was not divulged, but it 


was stated he was sent home Tuesday. 


President J. R. Grant and Business 


Manager Carey. B. Oardenier were 
both enroute to Paragould to the Bap- 
tist State Convention Tuesday after- 
noon and the announcement was 
given out by 
other offilcals of the 


college. 


Confession was obtained, it was said, 


after Professor J. C. Stewart, dean 
of men and psychology teacher, gave 
the student the association test as the 
regular semester examinations are on 
this week, the suspected boy did not 
know the purpose of the test which 
included the writing of a list of words. 
It was claimed his reactions to some 
of the words indicated his connection 
with the fires and after a severe 
grilling broke down and admitted he 
was guilty. 


The culprit then stated he was great- 


ly relieved, but asked if the test in- 
dicated insanity. Asked his reason for 
setting the fire he replied he did it 
just for excitement. 


Locial authorities have not yet ar- 


rested the youth who went to his 


I home in another city and it was not 
known whether the 
Clark 
county 


grand jury would seek an indictment. 


The scries of fires began last No- 


vember when on a Sunday afternoon 
the Conservatory of Music building 
caught fire and burned to the ground. 
The main building also caught fire 
on a Sunday, two weeks later, heroic 
efforts preventing destruction, but a 
heavy loss was sustained by fire and 
water. 


College authorities suspected a fire 


bug and since the blaze in December 
have maintained a 
viligant watch 


which has cxtinquished two other 
fires without any damage. The watch 
will be kept up as a matter of routine.

Among the dangers of tenancy. Dr. 


Blablock stressed the destruction of 
natural resources, an unstable and un- 
certain home life, and disorganized 
communities in whehi tenants pre- 
dominated. 


"This problem will not be solved 


in the next 10 or 15 years. It is one 
big enough to challenge us for the 
next half century. 
We cannot take 


a mentally and physically sick tenant 
family and expect them to make a suc- 
cess of a farming enterprise, even if 
the government sets them up in the 
business. 
We must do some health 


work among our 'tenant population 
to sec that they arc physically able, 
and we must begin educating the 
children in the early grades at school 
to respect the soil and teach them 
to want and work for home owner- 
ship and a normal home and com- 
munity life." 


TV Roy Reid, regional director, Re- 


settlement Adminstration, 
explained 


the different divisions of resettlement 
work. 
Referring to the tenant sit- 


uation, he stated that through the 
farm debt adjustment work many 
Arkansas farmers had been kept from 
slipping back into tenancy, while re- 
settlement and rehabilitation 
were 


helping those most able to come up 
from the tenant class and become 
home owners.
